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The  area  of  Glendale  is  147,695  acres.  The  resident  population 
according  to  the  Registrar-General’s  estimate  was  7,687,  a decrease 
of  113  on  1948. 

The  rateable  value  of  the  district  in  1949  was  £29,956  and  Id. 
rate  in  the  £ was  £128.5.9. 


SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 

The  chief  industry  in  the  area  is  agriculture  and  quarrying  for 
gravel.  There  was  practically  no  unemployment  during  the  year. 
There  were  36  new  houses  built  during  the  year,  two  by  private 
enterprise.

There  is  one  part-time  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  area. 
There  is  one  full-time  Sanitary  Inspector  and  one  Assistant  Sanitary 
Inspector. 

Laboratory  Facilities 

Specimens  for  bacteriological  analysis  are  sent  to  the  County 
Bacteriologist  and  specimens  for  chemical  analysis  to  the  County 
Analyst. 

Ambulance  Facilities 

There  is  a 24-hours  Ambulance  Service  in  Wooler  which  is 
carried  out  under  the  auspices  of  the  British  Red  Cross  Society  and 
administered  by  the  County  Ambulance  Officer  under  the  County 
Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Nursing  in  the  Home 

There  are  no  practising  Registered  Midwives  in  the  district.  The 
needs  of  the  population  for  nursing  attention  in  their  homes  are  met 
by  several  District  Nurses  under  the  supervision  of  the  County 
Medical  Officer  of  Health.  There  is  one  Health  Visitor  for  the  area. 

Treatment  Centre  and  Clinic 

There  is  one  Child  Welfare  Clinic  in  Wooler  which  is  held  once 
a fortnight  under  the  supervision  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
and  the  Health  Visitor. 

Hospitals 

There  is  no  hospital  in  the  area,  arrangements  having  been  made 
for  the  admission  of  patients  to  either  Berwick  or  Alnwick  Infirmaries. 
The  Isolation  Hospital  previously  used  has  been  handed  back  to  the 
owners  and  is  no  longer  available.

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SANITARY  INSPECTOR’S  REPORT 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  my  report  for  the  year  ending  31st  December, 
1949. 


DAIRIES  AND  COWSHEDS 

Control  of  cowsheds  by  the  authority  ceased  as  at  the  1st  October, 
1949.  At  that  time  there  were  30  cow-keepers  with  435  cows.  This 
shows  a slight  increase  on  last  year  of  two  additional  cow-keepers 
and  15  cows. 

Generally  the  standard  of  cleanliness  was  high,  but  there  is  still 
room  for  improvement  amongst  smaller  cow-keepers.  There  were  3 
accredited  milk  producers  and  8 T.T.  milk  producers  licensed  by  the 
County  Council. 

As  from  the  1st  October  only  dairies,  other  than  dairies  and  cow- 
keepers,  were  registerable  by  the  Local  Authority. 

Samples  from  the  dairies  are  taken  from  time  to  time  and  un- 
satisfactory reports  are  notified  to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

This  continued  to  work  well  during  the  year.  A large  number  of 
B.S.S.  dustbins  were  supplied  to  users  at  cost  price  plus  administra- 
tion charges. 

During  the  flood  of  October  a considerable  portion  of  the  Haugh 
Head  tip  was  washed  away  and  nuisance  was  caused  to  occupiers 
of  land  on  the  lower  reaches  of  the  Wooler  Water. 

A contract  was  made  and  dustbins  collection  was  commenced  in 
Bowsden  Village  during  the  year. 

MEAT  AND  FOOD  INSPECTION 

The  centralised  slaughterhouse  continues  to  be  maintained  to 
a high  standard  of  cleanliness. 

From  practical  experience  there  is  room  for  improvement  in  the 
arrangements  for  slaughtering.  Considerable  improvement  in  the 
layout  of  the  slaughterhouse  could  be  made  by  modifying  one  of  the 
existing  slaughter  halls  into  a hanging  hall,  as  the  conditions  under 
which  animals  are  slaughtered  at  present  is  unsatisfactory  when 
heavy  kills  occur  around  midsummer. 

The  amount  of  slaughtering  that  is  carried  on  will  be  seen  from 
the  appended  list. 
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WATER  SUPPLIES 

Athough  the  scheme  for  the  Branxton  water  supply  was  pre- 
pared and  approved  in  1948,  it  is  put  on  record  that  this  scheme  has 
not  yet  been  approved  by  the  Ministry.  The  delay  experienced 
between  submitting  schemes  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  small 
water  supplies  and  the  approval  is  far  too  long.  Some  take  as  long  as 
over  two  years  to  receive  approval. 

Both  Branxton  and  Wark  Villages  are  badly  in  need  of  an  im- 
proved water  supply  and  I fear  that  in  the  event  of  another  dry 
summer  like  the  one  of  this  year  great  hardship,  if  not  danger  to 
public  health,  will  occur  due  to  diminished  water  supplies  in  these 
villages. 

SEWERAGE 

An  enquiry  was  held  during  the  year  at  Chatton  on  the  Council’s 
proposals  to  sewer  the  village. 

HOUSING 

It  was  possible  in  July  to  make  a start  on  the  Rural  Housing 
Survey,  with  the  appointment  of  the  additional  Sanitary  Inspector. 
It  will  be  seen  from  the  appendices  the  number  of  houses  that  have 
been  inspected  during  the  year. 

The  Council  completed  34  houses  during  the  year  with  State  Aid. 
Two  houses  were  built  by  private  enterprise.  The  Council  granted 
aid  under  the  Housing  (Financial  Provisions)  Act  for  7 houses. 

Due  to  the  floods  in  October  the  Haugh  Head  huts  were  aban- 
doned and  the  tenants  rehoused  at  Milfield  Aerodrome.  At  the  end 
of  the  year  20  temporary  dwellings  were  completed  on  the  Sick 
Quarters  and  Communal  Sites  at  Milfield  Aerodrome. 

Three  cottages  and  shops  were  demolished  in  the  Market  Place, 
Wooler,  on  an  order  confirmed  by  the  Ministry  in  1939. 

The  Housing  Act,  1949,  came  into  operation.  There  is  great  hope 
that  this  might  be  a valuable  contribution  to  the  housing  in  the  dis- 
trict if  owners  take  advantage  of  it  and  the  Ministry  co-operate  in 
full  to  make  it  a success. 

BUILDING  LICENSING 

Civil  Building  Licensing  again  takes  up  a great  deal  of  time. 
During  the  year  licences  totalling  £31,161  were  issued. 

SALVAGE 

During  the  year  7 tons  1 cwt.  3 qrs.  of  waste  paper  and  card- 
board were  collected  and  sold  for  £45.11.7.  It  is  regretted  that  due  to 
the  Board  of  Trade  taking  off  maximum  prices  and  the  order  repeal- 
ing the  duties  imposed  on  the  Local  Authority  to  collect  salvage  that 
the  efforts  of  your  Salvage  Officer  should  be  wasted  owing  to  the 
fact  that  the  pulp  mills  will  not  now  pay  a price  for  salvage  that 
warrants  collection.
